CINCINNATI, O., March 16.— 
Roy A. Young, Governor of the 
Iederal Reserve Board, which for 
more than a month has been trying 
to restrain the use of Federal Re- 
serve credit in speculation, said to- 


night that speculative demand for 
credit may go to a point where it 
will be “ta serious deterrent to busi- 
ness.” He warned lenders to see 
first that. business gets credit at 
reasonable rates” and to let others 
get what is left. 

Speaking before the Cincinnati 
Commercial Club, Gov. Young said 
that already all lines of commerce 
and business have felt the effect of 
increased credit charges resulting 
from high rates offered by specula- 
tors, and told his audience that the 
fina] cost of the speculative de- 
mand for credit ‘‘may involve the 
impairment of the prosperity of our 
commerce and industry.” 

This, he pointed out, would be 
caused through the _ § increasing 
credit rates having a bad effect on 
the trade of foreign countries, two 
of which he said already have in- 
creased their rates to prevent mon- 
ey being attracted by higher rates 
in this country. 

No Occasion for Excitement. 

Gov. Young’s address was the 
first public utterance he has made 
on the credit situation since the 
Board issued its warning to mem- 
ber banks Feb, 6 that speculation 
was causing board members con- 
cern.

BORAH DENOUNCES 
“UNDERCOVER” MEN 


Their Use Involves Courts 


in Fake, He Says — 


Mrs. Willebrandt Defends 


Their Employment. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Se- 
verely condemning the use of “un- 
dercover” agents in the Federal 
penitentiaries, Senator Borah, 
(Rep.), Idaho, in a statement to- 
day predicted that the new Attor- 
ney General, William D. Mitchell, 
would discontinue the practice. 

This confidence in the course to 
be pursued by Mitchell was ex- 
pressed by the Senator after a 
conference with the Attorney Gen- 
eral this week. However, it de- 
veloped that Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney- 
General, was not so ready to give 
up the system. 

“The whole system is based upon 
a wrong theory,” said Senator Bo- 
rah. “I have given much time to 
the investigation and considera- 
tion of the so-called spy, or “un- 
der cover” system in our Federal 
penitentiaries. It is my judgment 
it can not be justified upon any 
theory of law or of practice or of 
expediency. Mitchell is a great 
lawyer, trained in law from child- 
hood, and, basing my opinion 
upon this fact, I predict that the 
system will be discontinued.” 

Mrs. Willebrandt, who is in 
charge of the administration of 
the prisons declared, however, that 
“the system seems the only way 
at present to find the facts neces- 
sary to keep conditions wholesome 
in the penitentiaries.” She be- 
lieved the “under cover’ system 
had been “fairly and equitably ap- 
plied.” She was not responsible, 
she said, for the institution of the 
practice. It was instituted hy 
former Attorney-General Sargent. 

The present row was stirred up 
when Warden John Snook of the 
Atlanta penitentiary refused to co- 
operate With the department in the 
use of “under cover” agents in his 
institution threatening to resign if 
the practice were continued. His 
resignation within 30 days was 
asked for on March 5 but it was 
declared at the department that 
this was not the only complaint 
against Snook though no. charge 
involving his integrity has been 
made, The $0 days are up April 
4. 

Mrs. Willebrandt said that 
Snook’s resignation had been asked 
because of “utter want of admin- 
istrative ability.” While Snook is 
from Idaho and has‘the interest of 
Senator Borah, the Idaho Senator 
has declared himself a foe of the 
spy system on several other oc- 
casions, 

“The system involves, In the 
first instance,’ Senator Borah said, 
“in order te get the spy, or under 
cover man, into the penitentlary, 
fake or fraudulent commitments 
and then fake or fraudulent rep- 
resentations or procedure in order 
to secure his release. These com- 
mitments must either ostensibly, or 
in fact, involve the courts or the 
officers of the courts. Any plan 
which draws the courts, or the 
officers of the courts, into a 
scheme for issuing fake or fraudu- 
lent processes or commitments is 
essentially vicious. I would not 
hesitate riyself to vote to impeach 
a judge who had signed or issued 
such papers or who would au- 
_ thorize it to be done. 

“There is the other question the 
effect of the system upon the pris- 
oners also. Penologists very gen- 
erally condemn it as demoralizing.” 
There is a way to deal with our 
inmates in the penitentiary other 
than that of debasing and prosti- 
tuting the courts or reflecting upon 
the wardens o fthe penitentiaries. 
In addititn to this, it is about 300 
years behind the times in prison 
management.”

PLANS EFFORT TO 
DRY UP ST. LOUIS

plans for enforcing the law in ev- 
ery wet section of the United 
States. 

St. Louis comes within that clas- 
sification, Dr. McBride asserts. The 
program which is now being 
worked out for making the city 
dry will be communicated to the 
Missouri leaders when completed, 
‘and is in line with similar plans 
for other dig cities of the country. 
The field work will be largely un- 
der the direction and guidance of 
local leaders. 


It will be carried out, Dr. Mc- 
Bride: asserts, along the line of 
plans that will apply generally to 
all large cities. The National or- 
ganization plans to give the State 
and local dry leaders the formula, 
to start it working, and leave it 
largely to them to execute. Where 
help is wanted from Washington, 
Dr. McBride says, help will be 
forthcoming. National headquar- 
ters’ field workers stand ready to 
go to St. Louis, if needed and re- 
quested, to help start the big drive. 

An important part of the drive 
revolves around the activities of 
the city’s women. Under the pres- 
ent tentative program, it is 
planned to have groups of women 
attend regularly all sessions of the 
various courts at which prohibition 
cases come up. These women will 
simply sit in the court rooms as 
spectators and observe the prog- 
ress of the trials and the sentences 
that are imposed on those found 
guilty. There may be three or 
more women in each court room, 
or there may be a dozen. -Day 
after day they will attend the ses- 
sions. The personnel of the group, 
of course, will change from time 
to time, 

“The idea back of this,” Dr. Mc- 
Bride asserted, “is not to antago- 
nize the courts, or to be unfriendly 
or critical, but to let the Judge see 
in each case that women are pres- 
ent and following the administra- 
tion of justice as he dispenses it. 
The Judge who upholds the law 
should feel encouraged by the 
presence of those outstanding ad- 
vocates of law enforcement. The 
Judge who imposes inadequate pen- 
alties, whose sympathies are per- 
sonally with the wets, who makes 
a farce out of law enforcement, 
will know that he is under sueveil- 
lance, 

“The time when Judges can make 
a laughing stock of the law by 
imposing small fines and other ut- 
terly inadequate sentences upon 
violators is now passing. Soon it 
will have passed entirely. The law 
has teeth and those teeth are going 
to be used. When the courts pun- 
ish bootlegging and other dry law 
violations adequately by real fines 
and real prison sentences, bootleg- 
ging will become unpopular, un- 
profitable and dangerous. Law 
violation will diminish correspond- 
ingly. 

“This does not mean that Mis- 
sourl is without good Judges. as it 
has some of the best. It rather 
means that the citizens are going 
to show that they are interested in 
public affairs.” 

The foregoing are among the ac- 
tivities which Dr. McBride and 
other dry leaders here believe were 
in President Hoover's mind when 
he referred in his inaugural address 
to the duties of citizens. That is 


one side of the picture, as Dr. Mc- 
Bride sees it. 


“The other side,” he said “is 
that part of law enforcement which 
must be undertaken by the Federal 
Government and the States and lo- 
cal communities. Thus far, the 
Federal Government’s share in pro- 
hibition enforcement has been 
handicapped to some extent by lack 
of money. 


To See About Funds. 

“TIT don’t know, off-hand, how 
much money the Federal Govern- 
ment is spending to enforce pro- 
hibition in the cities. Whatever it 
is, I should be inclined to say it 
isn’t enough. But the exact amount 
is not the essential points. What 
is essential is to make sure that 
the Government has enough money 
to do its work thoroughly. If the 
prohibtion enforcement agencies 
need more money then the Anti- 
Saloon League and other dry or- 
ganizations will see to it that Con- 
gress, which is three-to-one dry, 
appropriates enough money to do 
the job. 


“If the State of Missouri and 
the city of St. Louis are not doing 
their part to enforce the law, eith- 
er through their regular enforce- 
ment machinery, or in other ways, 
then we will make it our work to 
remedy that situation, too, so far 
as we can. 


“For the first time since the en- 
actment of the Volstead law we 
are within definite hfiling distance 
of real, general Ohibition en- 
forcement. The end of widespread 
vioiation is in sight. The rural 
communities, in the ;main, already 
are dry. The smaller cities and 
towns, likewise, have little, if any, 
prohibition problem. Only the big 
cities, St. Louis among them, are 
wet. Those cities constitute the 
last stand, the Hindenburg line, 
of the wets. When that line is 
smashed, the wets will be every- 
where in full retreat, routed. 


“The dry forces are now about 
to engage in a general assault on 
the last line of resistance. We 
will attack it all along its length, 
city by city. We are making sep- 
arate plans for each big city in 
the country, keying them all to 
the general program but adopting 
the plan in each community to lo- 
cal needs, conditions and circum- 
stances. It may take a little time 
to work them out. But that work 
is what we are tackling now, and 
I am wholly convinced that we 
shall succeed. 


“Fundamentally, the men and 
women of St. Louis are law-abid- 
ing. They have a high sense of 
their duty to obey the law. They 
are patriotic and public spirited. 
We do not anticipate great dif- 
ficulty in awakening those now 
seemingly indifferent to their du- 
ties with respect to prohibition law 
obedience.” 

“Do you give any time Iimit on 
drying up the cities?"”’ Dr. McBride 
was asked. ' 

“No, but I am confident that 
within a year there will be a big 
change for the better in local law 
enforcement.” 


Former Church. Editor Dies. 

SHIRLEY, Mass., March 16.— 
The Rev. Howard Allen Bridgman, 
68 years old, headmaster of the 
Bridgman School and for many 
years editor of the Congregational- 
ist, died here today. He studied 
for the ministry at Yale Divinity 
School. He was managing editor 
of the Congregationalist from 1889 
to 1911 and editor-in-chief from 
1911 until 1921. 


It will begin work at once. 
Wilbur Outlines Survey. 

The policy of the committee in 
dealing with these permits was 
outlined in this formal statement 
by Secretary Wilbur: 

“With regard to the 20,000 out- 
standing permits on public lands, 
the department will deal fairly with 
holders who have been diligent 
in maintaining their equities.

“Where permits are now in good 
standing, either because of recent 
issue or previous extension of time, 
no action will be taken during the 
remaining period covered by the 
permit. When that time has ex- 
pired, however, and the permittee 
has failed to comply with the 
terms of his permit, he will be 
called upon immediately to show 
cause why the permit should not be 
canceled. 

More Than 5000 Applications. 

“This includes s0-called group 
developments heretofore approved 
and in which extensions have been 
allowed, where permittees are en- 
gaged in a joint drilling program, 
test wells being drilled by a respon- 
sible drilling company on some of 
the public lands in the area COov- 
ered by the permits. So long as 
this program is being diligently 
prosecuted, no adverse action will 
be taken, 

“No leases will be issued for oil 
and gas production unless re- 
quired by mandate of law, such 
us. discovery under existing per- 
mits, as provided by the mineral 
leasing act or through -the ad- 
vertisement of a minimum of 265,- 
000 acres of Osage Indian lands 
annually, as directed by the act 
of Congress approved March 2, 
1929.” 

The Secretary disclosed that 
more than 5000 applications for oil 
and gas permits were pending in 
the General Land Office here, with 
many others in the field offices. 
Steps have been taken to reject 
all of these applications. 

“Probably in none of the cases 
on hand has the applicant expend- 
ed money for development pur- 
poses,” Secretary Wilbur said, ‘‘al- 
though he may have gone to some 
expense in opposing conflicting 
claims or furnishing additional 
evidence in support of his appli- 
cation.”

W. HH. HOWE, ARTIST, 
EX-ST. LOUISAN, DIES

Willlam Henry Harrison Howe, 
who was enabled to study in Eu- 
rope by a group of wealthy 5t. 
Louisans and became one of the 
most famous American painters of 
his period, died of heart disease 
Friday evening at his -~ home in 
Lawrence Park, Bronxville, N. Y. 
He was 83 years old. 

Various stories are told of how 
influential. persons with taste be- 
came interested in his work when 
Howe was an employe of a &t. 


| Louis clothing manufacturer. One 


account is that a sketch of a fel- 
low passenger on an elevator won 
the admiration of its wealthy sub- 
ject. 

The fact that he had talent worth 
developing was enough for the St. 
Louisans of financial and social 
dominance in those days. Several 
of them got together and sent 
Howe to Paris, where he studied 
under Otto de Thoren and Vuille- 
froy. In 1886 he won honorable 
mention at the Paris Salon, and 
almost annually from then on he 
won some award of international 


| distinction, 


He was awarded medals of the 
Paris Salon in 1888; Exposition 
Universelle in Paris in 1889; Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts, 
London and Boston, fin 1890; Chi- 
cago Exposition, 1893: California 
Midwinter Exposition in 1894, and 
the Atlanta Exposition in 1895. 

The cross of the Legion of Hon- 
Or was conferred upon him in 1898, 
and St. Louis friends recall that 
the comment of Mr. Howe, who 
specialized in landscapes with cat- 
tle, was “pretty good for a cow 
painter.” Two years earlier he had 
been made an Officer d’Academy 
in Paris, and he was a member of 
the National Academy, the WNa- 
tional Institute of Arts and Let- 
ters and the Salmagund!i and Le- 
tos clubs in this country. 

Mr. Howe's work is represented 
in the collection of almost all the 
older families of wealth in &t, 
Louis. Two of his paintings, “The 
Norman Bull” and “In a Meadow” 
are in the City Art Museum. Others 
are in private and public collee- 
tions elsewhere in the United 
States, Germany, Italy and Eng- 
land. He served on the jury of the 
World's Fair in 1904. 

He married Miss Julia May 
Clark of St. Louis, who survives, 
in 1876.

FARM RELIEF PLANS Studio Tells of Star Pupils 


M'Nary (Rep.) and Smith

Senators McNary (Kep.), 
and Smith (Dem.)> South Caro- 
lina, who will take prominent parts 
in the drafting of farm rebef leg- 
islation at the special session of 
Congress, gave their views on the 
Subject through the Nationa!

Production so that they might dic- 
tate the price at which they will 
eell their products, li real bet- 
terment of the agricultural situa- 
tion could be secured. 

Beyond this point. however, the 
Benators offered diffcrenut. if not 
Oppesing sugg«stions. 

Smith said that the whole prob- 
lein was tied up orderly mur- 
keting, and that by being placed in 
a position to set his own price, the 
farmer could include in that price 
the overhead of his business such 
as taxes, freight rates and han- 
Gling charges. He declared that 
“it is idle to speak of the tariff 
as beneficial to the farmer so long 
as he has no power to fix the price 
of his product so as to benefit by 
the tariff.” 

Senator McNary, however, as- 
@crted that orderly marketing was 
only one phase of the question, and 
urged that “with any program to 
adjust production to market _re- 
quirements “should go a plan of 
reducing production costs where 
possible through adoption of more 
efficient methods of farming.” The 
Oregon Senator also suggested the 
use of crop insurance, a general 
survey of the freight rate structure, 
tax revision, increased research 
work by governmental agricultural 
Organizations, consolidation of dis- 
tribution agencies, expansion of 
both domestic and foreign markets 
and an adequate tariff. 

The first of the series of Cabinet 
talks over the Radio Forum will 
be made by Secretary Mellon 
March 30.

The aver- 
age hitter “tightens ur,” he stands 
stiff at the plate, his muscles 
tighten a1.d his whole motion 1s 
jerky. When he does that, he’s 
gone, The batter who stiffens up 
and loses his easy, free swing is an 
easy victim for a pitcher. 

The same thing happens when a 
batter goes into a Datting slump. 
And every nitter has them No 
matter how great a hitter he may 
be, there will come times when, to 
use a common baseball expression, 
‘he can’t hit a barn door with a 
bull fiddle.”’ 

And ability to get out of a slump 
is another test of the real hitter. 
Some fellows claim that a slump 
doesn't bother them. That they 
take it as a matter of course, 
knowing that they will work out 
of it soofe. or later.

But not all ball 
players can do it. Watching from 
stands it looks easy.

To be a bunter a fellow has to 
have a keen eye. He has to have 
in order 
that he may beat the ball. And 
more important than that he 
not only has to hit the ball, but 
he has to hit it to certain MNmited 
places. The bunted ball that goes 
direct to the pitcher is worse than 
a strikeout. The bunt that is hit 
hard and rolls fast down the line 
to an infielder; or the one that is 
hit too easily and lands in front 
of the plate for the catc to grab 
—these, too, are worse than no 
bunt at all. 

One of the best bunters I’ve ever 
seen was Whitey Witt. Whitey has 
a wonderful way of laying that ball 
right down the third base line, and 
being fast getting down to first, he 
could beat them out. Whitey used 
to get from 25 to 35 base hits a 
year on bunts. | 

I remember a line Whitey pulled 
in the clubhouse one afternoon to- 
ward the end of the 1923 season. 
Whitey had about 32 hits on bunts 
to his credit, and some of the 
newspaper men were talking to 


I believe in saving distance, ‘Those 
32 hits, laid end to end, would 
just about equal one of Babe's 
shortest home runs. Yet he got 
only four bases on the distance and 
and I got 32. Science pays, my boy, 
science pays.

ANDLING bunts is one of the 
H pisces where Joe Dugan used 

to shine brightest. Joe is the 
best third baseman 1 ever saw at 
coming in and scooping the bail 
with one hand, then throwing to 
first while stQl off balance. Fel- 
lows s#rfound the league used to 
say of Joe that he could throw 
better and more aacurately when 
he had both feet off the ground 
than he could when he was all set 
for a peg. 
And that’s about right. Joe. 
makes had throws occasionally, 
but nine times out of ten they 
cosne when he has plenty, of time 
ang gets all set. He vury. very 
seldom throws wild; on one of 
those quick “scoop and throw” 
plays. 
Time bunt has two purposes. 
First, it’s to upset the infield and 
get the hitter safely to first. Sec- 
ond, it’s used as a sacrifice, in 
which case the object is to ad- 
vance a runner even at the cost of 
sacrificing the hitter. The two 
plays are entirely different. The 
fact that a man is a good hitter, 
doesn™% always mean that he is a 
good sacrificer. 


On the sacrifice the idea isn't 
so mach to avoid a play as it is 
te so place the ball that a play is 
possible only at first base. If the 
runner to be advanced is on sec- 
ond, then the bunt must be so 
placed that the third baseman will 
have £0 come in and handle it. If 
the rpmner is on first, the best 
place for the sacrifice bunt is mid- 
way down the third base line so 
the pitcher has to handle the play. 
Or, in the case of the left handed 
hitter, a drag bunt that pulls the 
second baseman in to cover first 
base is always good.

SCOUT CAMPARALL 
T0 BE HELD IN MAY 


Instructions for Second Annual 
Competition Sent Out 
to Troops. 


The second annual Boy Seout 
Camparall, a form of council-wide 
scouting competition initiated last 
year by the St. Louis Boy Scout 
Council, and adopted immediately 
by councils throughout the coun- 
try, will be held at the old avia- 
tion field in Forest Park May 17, 
/18 and 19, local headquarters of 
the organization announce In- 
‘structions for participation in this 
event have been issued to troops in 
the St. Louis area, 

The Camparall, according to H. 
T, Swanson, activities directors of 
the council, is unique among scout- 
ing competitions in that the scout 
works not against other scouts but 
against time and arbitrary stand- 
ards. The participant is assigned 
'a particular project, which he must 
/complete in a standard manner in 
a certain length of time, the time 
of course depending on the nature 
of the work. This system elimi- 
nates the possibility of personal 
differences in judges’ opinions, as 
the project will be either entirely 
right or entirely wrong, instead of 
being better or poorer than one 
performed by another boy. 

The projects will deal with ac- 
tivities connected with actual camp 
life. The competing scouts will ar- 
rive at 4 o'clock the afternoon of 
the opening day, and pitch tents 
in spaces assigned to them. After

expected of them.

A vyoice-controlled toy electric 
train has been developed by Gen- 
eral Electric. ; 

“Casey Jones,” a toy electric lo- 
comotive, starts forward, reverses 
or stops the instant it is command- 
ed to perform any of these opera- 
tions, It never makes a mistake, 
providing the orders are properly 
worded. 

Orders are issued through an or- 
dinary t:!..one transmitter and 
the action of the train is depend- 
ent upon voice impulses into the 
transmitter. 

The command, “Go ahead, Ca- 
sey,” is carried through a radio 
detector tube to a special selector 
which determines the polarity in 
the track. Upon this polarity is 
dependent the direction in which 
the locomotive moves. Three or 
more syllables operate the relay 
and the selector to start forward 
movement of the engine. An order 
in two syllables, “Back up,”’ sends 
the engine backward. The word 
“stop” breaks the circuit and

there until radio started. 

In Denver the 
Co. created its station KOA, which 
was first hailed as a blessing and 
finally as a pest because the peo- 
ple got tired of listening to the 
church choir and to the same hotel 
orchestra and demanded something 
different. 

“So, Denver being my home 
town, I tried to give them a varia- 
tion of service, and on the opening 
night of our first program of our 
Denver station, all of the educa- 
tors of Denver and leaders in edu- 
cation in the State were present 
and the next day and fora week, 
the Denver newspapers, on their 
front pages, carried the praise by 
the musical critics of the city, and 
the heads of the schools of music 
in the public schools and colleges, 
of the great cultural development, 
which I think it was. 


‘The newspapers, ‘ editorially, 


| expressed their appreciation of this 


service and what they character- 
ized as the bringing of the best 
things to Denver. That is why a 
man like Maj. Cohen of the Atlan- 
ta Journal], sat in New York for 
three months until -he could get 
service for his station through the 
National Broadcasting Co. 

“All Want New York Talent.” 

“They all want the talent from 
New York. That is because the 
people who entertain their cus- 


| tomers or readers know it is a good 


investment for them and a good 
advertisement for their newspapers. 

“We have no contract for these 
stations; we do not demand that 
they take any particular numbers 
of our programs. They take them 
generally as we offer them. 

“We went into broadcasting the 
national political campaign with 
fear and trembling, because when 
we came into the campaign three 
months ago, I knew full well that 
many of the Democratie newspa- 
pers in this country had never 
printed a Republican speech, and 
many Republican papers had never 
printed a Democratic speech. 

“T knew that radio was going to 


' reach the whole country over these 


very stations owned by the news- 


| papers that were going to carry 
| the messages of both parties into 


every home in this country and T 


| thought that would necessitate the 


hewspaper printing, the next day, 
the full speech of either party. 
“We did not know whether they

would accept them. We thought, 
perhaps, the papers would refuse 
to take our programs through their 
radio stations. But every one ac- 
cepted. There was free speech 
over the radio for all of the par-, 
ties. I even had the Communists 
on one night, after which I re- 
ceived some letters. 

When Boys Cut Off Broadcast. 

“Now, to go back a little: At the 
Republican convention in Kansas 
City, a delegate, a Mr. Murphy, I 
think, was attacking the Republi- 
can platform dealing with agricul- 
ture and was in the midst of a 
bitter speech dealing with his own 
party, and the wire went out. 

“Of course, I was perturbed and 
very much irritated, because I was 
positive no one had done it malici- 
ously although I felt some engin- 
eer might have made a mistake. 

“We immediately investigated 
and we found that all the radio 
stations in the Midwestern Dis- 
trict had not been cut off, for 
which I was duly thankful, for 
that was essentially the heart of 
the discussion of agriculture. Sec- 
ond, we found it was the stations 
of the East that had been cut off, 
and what do you suppose hap- 
pened? 

“Three boys, youngsters over 
near Pittsburgh, were out hunting 
for some wire for a cage and they 
selected the particular one which 
carried Mr. Murphy’s speech and 
used it for a chicken coop, or 
whatever it was. They were 
brought into court the next day and 
sentence was suspended. 

“On the night of Senator Cur- 
tis’s acceptance speech as candi- 
date for vice-president, a cal] came 
into our control room. I constantly 
have young men changing, coming 
in and going out of the engineer- 
ing force. It so happened that our 
chief engineer was present that 
night. The call came directly into 
the control room, ~

“As the youngster reached out 
his hand to cut off, this engineer 
said, ‘Wait.’ He tested all the sta- 
tions and found every one of them 
running and that there was no 
SOS, or otherwise Senator Curtis 
would have been cut off right in 
the middle of his speech. So, you 
See, there are hazards in the busi- 
ness, 


On Election Night. 


“Most of the time of the political 
parties for use during the campaign 
was taken with us when we had 
the so-called commercial accounts 
scheduled to go on the air, that is, 
sponsored programs. We felt, all 
of us who had control for the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., that every 
commercial account should give 
way whenever the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee, or the Republican 
Central Committee, or the Socialist 
Central Committee wanted to use 
the radio for either an outdoor 
speech or a studio speech. 


“It was part of our editorial job, 
sO to speak, to see that our com- 
mercial broadcast gave way when 
the Government was speaking, as 
we looked at it, when the parties 
in the campaign were speaking to 
the people, for the first time, over 
the air. That meant we turned 
back to all clients the money they 
had paid us for the use of the air 
at that time, and we also had to 
pay talent which they had con- 
tracted for, and which put on their 
program before a dummy micro- 
phone just as though they were 
broadcasting. 

“In some casts we paid back as 
much as $5000 or $6000 talent costs 
to some clients. Besides, we had 
to pay our own talent in every 
case, and they were paid for serv- 
ices which they never performed. 

“On the night of the election we 
had a most unusual experience. We 
offered the Associated Press, the 
United Press and the International 
News Service, the three great news 
associations, the opportunity cf 
bringing each of their organiza- 
tions into our studios with their 
wires and tabulating machines, to 
put on a program at no cost to our 
stations or to the public. 

Blamed by All Sides. 

“We felt it was their duty to fur- 
nish the election news on that eve- 
ning to the great radio public. I 
am very glad to say that not one 
of those services refused, but were 
very happy to do it. They all took 
separate rooms, each with a nat- 
ural suspicion of the others. We 
set up an organization, handled by 
David Lawrence, of Washington, to 
handle the dispatches as they came 
from the various rooms, and the 
election returns kept going out to 
the whole country throughout the 
night, 

“We did get complaints on that 
evening. We had ‘complaints from 
the Hoover people asking us to 
stop, saying that it was all over 
and to cut it ovt. We had com. 
plaints from the Smith people, who 
said we were all too favorable to 
Hoover: we had complaints from 
Republicans that we were trying 
to hold up the election of Gover- 
nor Smith to late in the night. But 
we knew that they were evenly 
balanced, from Republicans and 
Democrats alike.”

When brought back to Asheville, he 
entered a plea of guilty. 

The attorneys for the Merchant As- 
sociation who helped to prosecute him 
begged the Judge to make an example 
out of his case, ‘“‘so that our honest, 
hardworking merchants of North 
Carolina will not be fleeced by educat- 
ed fly-by-night salesmen from without 
the State.’’ Landingham drew a sen- 
tence of from five to six years on one 
charge, and from four to five on the 
other, the sentences to run in 8¢€- 
quence.

The vice president re- 
ceived him with the same deference 
as the manufacturers and merchants 
had done and told him the matter 
would be attended to. But, unfortu- 
nately for Guido, the bank made an 
investigation into the affairs of the 
Count von Imberg before granting the 
loan. The investigators started by 
looking up in the Almanach de Gotha 
the family of Count Guido von [Imberg. 
There was no Count Guido von Imberg 
in the Almanach. The bank became 
suspicious and notified the Dresden 
police. Three days later the former 
taxicab driver was under arrest and 
Germany had a sardonic laugh when 
the Saxon manufacturers presented 
their. claims. Guido owed about 
2,000,000 marks. He had spent over 
$500,000 within a year. 

The prison sentence he received was 
comparatively light. In the opinion 
of the Court the fact that he had re- 
ceived credit without the slightest dif- 
ficulty was regarded as a mitigating 
circumstance As to the victima of 
Guido, the Judge virtually declared 
that they deserved to be fooled.
